“Then Solomon sat on the 
throne of the Lord as k ing instead of 
David, his father, anil prophesied, and 
all Israel obeyed him ” (I Kings li, 12; 
I Chron. xxix, 23). 
A nother nam e w as 
given to Solomon at his birth w ith 
which som e do not seem to be familiar. 
It Is written, “T he Lord loved him, 
and H e sent by the hand of N athan, 
the prophet, and be called his nam e 
Jedidiah (beloved of the Lord) becau se 
of the L ord” (11 Sam. xii, 24, 25). 
The 
nam e Solomon, which m eans “peace­ 
able,” w as given to him before he w as 
born (I Chron. xxii, 9, margin). 
How 
beau tifu lly su ggestive the tw o nam es— 
beloved of the Lord, a m an of rest, the 
Lord giving peace and q u ietness in his 
days. 
H ow sadly he failed to let God 
w ork ou t his plan! 
H ow perfectly it 
will be w rou ght ou t in the tru e Son of 
David, of whom God said, “This is 
my beloved Son, In whom I am well 
pleased” (Matt, iii, 17; xvii, 5).

It is relished alike by horses, cattle, 
sheep, hogs and poultry , and when fed 
to st<w*k in the feed lots reduces the 
grain ration and the ex pense of finish­ 
ing feeders for market. 
It is partic­ 
ularly adapted to fa ttening sheep and 
growing wool. 
Hogs thrive on a lfa lfa 
and it enters largely into the problem 
of producing cheap meat. 
Alfa lfa renovates and rejuvenates a

farm,

from droughts. 
It is admirably adapt­ 
ed to the bee Industry , as a lfa lfa honey 
is equal to the nectar gathered from 
tho flowers of the linden tree.

Is a general utility legume adapted to 
all kinds of live stock, poultry and the 
honey industry . 
Tho cultivation of a l­
